Odessa, Nov. 
3.—After''forty-eight 


hours of almost Indescribable anarchy 
and bloodshed, the troops late Thurs- 
day evening succeeded in clearing the 
streets of the mobs and a semblance 
01' order has been restored. 


Within three hours of the declara- 


tion of martial law, which came to tha 
unspeakable relief of peaceable citi- 
zens, no fewer than 5,000 ruffianly loy- 
alists had been disarmed by the stu- 
dents and' the military. How some 
5,000 artisan 
rowdies became 
pos- 


sessed of-revolvers and an abundance 
of cartridges is a;question requiring 
solution. A rigorous curfew law has 
been, proclaimed, and is welcomed aa 
a deliverance from the terrors that 
Lave prevailed. Any one la the streets 
after nightfall is liable to arrest; any 
one appearing at open windows or on 
balconies risks being shot without 
warning. 


It is .'believed that 5,000 persons 


were killed or wounded in Odessa on 
Tuesday and Wednesday. 


The principal sufferers were tho 


Jews. The demonstration seemed to 
be directed solely at them.

Howbeit, -when the first class in
